Leasing of the hotel quarters in 
the new building now nearly com¬ 
pleted by A. T. Hesse and V. E. 
Stockwell of Los Angeles was an¬ 
nounced yesterday. Mrs. Allie Tay¬ 
lor will operate the hotel, accord¬ 
ing to information given the News 
by Mr. Stockwell, and a considerable 
part of the furniture is already in 
the building. Whether Mrs. Taylor 
would operate the dining room as 
well as the guest rooms had not 
been fully decided, according to Mr. 
Stockwell. 

E.' E. Teagle, formerly owner of 
the lot on which the hotel building 
stands, has leased one of the front 
store rooms for a furniture store, 
according to announcement made by 
Mr. Stockwell at the same time. 
These store rooms have a conspicu¬ 
ous location with wonderful display 
facilities, ami will do much to give 
busines on the South side of Cen¬ 
tral a boost. Negotiations for the 
other store room on the Central front 
are pending with two different par¬ 
ties, Mr. Stockwell said, and the 
wide front will probably be divided, 
to accommodate a drug store and 
another establishment which he did 
not name. 

Just how soon the building will be 
ready for occupancy cannot be told. 
While the interior finish and plumb¬ 
ing are practically complete, no ar¬ 
rangements have yet been made for 
sewage disposal. On account of the 
small space available on the lot the 
health officials refused a cess pool 
permit, but authorized a septic tank 
installation of suitable size.

Time will tell, even if no one else 
does. 


Mountain Resorts in the neighbor- 1 
hood of Sierra Madre are all kept 
free of access in the latest trail 
closing order of the federal forest 
service. But precautions against fires 
in the forest reserve have been ex¬ 
tended and made more rigid. 

Parsimonious policies of the feder¬ 
al government in connection with the 
forest service has resulted in a short¬ 
age of trained men capable of tak¬ 
ing charge of fire fighting crews. 
As a result the battle with the 
flames in various fire areas has been 
unusually difficult. 

Forest Supervisor R. H. Charlton 
hus issued the following list of ad¬ 
ditional areas closed in the Angelus 
forest: 

Newhall Canyon Trail, a branch 
canyon on the west side of Pacoima 
Canyon. 

Pacoima Canyon and its branches 
from the Dillon Ranch north. 

All of Little Tujunga Canyon and 
its branches from mouth of Canyon. 

Big Tujunga Canyon including Milt 
and Alder Creeks, from Hansen’s 
Ranch north. 

Clear Creek Canyon Trail from 
Hansen’s Ranch east to Arroyo Seco 
Canyon. 

Barley Flats Trail from the Arroyo 
Seco-West Fork Divide to Pine Flats. 

All of Grund Canyon, a branch of 
Millard Canyon, heading at Alpine 
Tavern. 

Fern and Negro Canyons, both 
banches of the Arroyo Seco. 

All of Haines Canyon and trail 
over Mt. Lukens (Sister Elsie Peak) 
and down to the Ranger Station in 
Arroyo Seco Canyon. 

All of the canyons north of La 
Canada and La Crescenta, between 
Haines and Arroyo Seco canyons, 
(including Earl, Pickens, Gloss, 
Dunsmore and Cook’s). 

All of Little Rock Creek and 
branches. 

Trail from ranger station in West 
Fork San Gabriel via Short Cut and 
Big Tujunga canyons, Pine Flats, 
Chillea, Pinyon Flat and Little Rock 
Creek to desert. 


East Fork of the Big Santa Anita 
canyon. 

Trail along the divide from head 
Big Santa Anita canyon, east over 
Monrovia Peak. 

All trails and canyons on west side 
San Gabriel Canyon from the mouth 
of Roberts canyon to Camp Rincon. 

All trails and canyons north of 
Azusa and Glendora, between mouths 
of San Gabriel and Little Dalton 
canyons. 

All of Roberts canyon, a branch 
of San Gabriel Canyon. 

All of Bear Creek, a branch of 
West Fork above Camp Rincon. 

Small canyons north of Altadena, 
between Eaton and Millard Canyons 
leaving Rubio Canyon and Sunset 
Ridge road into Millard Canyon open. 

Horse Canyon and Oak Canyon 
trails. 

All of the north side of San Ga¬ 
briel Canyon from the Forks east 
to Cattle Canyon, north to the des¬ 
ert divide, west to Bichota Canyon 
and south to the Forks. (This in¬ 
cludes all of San Gabriel Canyon 
above Camp Bonita, all of Coldwater 
Canyon, Prairie Fork, Cattle and 
Cow Canyons. 

All of the area between Cleghorn 
Canyon on the west, the summit of 
the San Bernardino mountain on the 
north, the Forest Boundary on the 
south and the Waterman divide on 
the east. 

Proposals to close up all mountain 
trails iwoused a storm of protest. 
Complaints and inquiries became nu¬ 
merous at headquarters of the for¬ 
est service. Officials soon took to 
cover and issued a statement to re¬ 
lieve the public mind. It was point¬ 
ed out that no resorts had been 
closed by the orders so far issued, 
and a list of those operating in the 
open territory was published. 

Those named in the vicinity of Si¬ 
erra Madre include Orchard Camp, 
on the Mt. Wilson Trail, Mt. Wilson 
Hotel, DeVore’s Camp in the West 
Fork, and on the Sturtevant Trail 
the Little Gray Inn, Robert’s Half¬ 
way house, Hoegee's Camp, First 
Water Camp, Roberts Camp, Fern 
Lodge and Sturtevant Camp.

How thorough an up-to-date auto 
thief can be is well shown by the 
remains of a new Ford now resting 
on tb*i floor of the iSerra Madre 
* Csfrage. It was found Tuesuay morn¬ 
ing by Forest Patrolman Adam 
Mueller as he was making his rounds 
through the Hastings vineyard just 
west of town. It had been dumped 
there from a truck sometime during 
the night. 

Stripped of everything detachable 
and of any special value, nothing 
remuins but the frame, transmission 
and engine block. Everything else 
had been taken off--wheels, starter, 
carburetor and steering wheel as 
well as the body. 

Attempts to prevent indentification 
were shown in the chiselling of the 
serial numbers on the engine block. 
There is where the thief slipped a 
cog which may result in his cap¬ 
ture. Inspectors C. F. Cline and R. 
E. Ferguson representing the motor 
vehicle department and Pacific Coast 
Auto Underwriters Conference, came 
out Wednesday to look things over. 
By filing down the block, they were 
able to trace the defaced numbers 
enough for identification. These 
were followed up and it was found 
the car had not passed through the 
Los Angeles Ford branch, the stolen 
goods evidently being imported. 
Records of the Ford Company will 
show its history to date of sale. 

From the state motor vehicle de¬ 
partment it was found the car had 
been registered three times in its 
short history. This was taken to 
indicate some rapid passing between 
“fences.” These registered owners 
will be traced and it seems likely 
a lead will be found to a well or¬ 
ganized gang of motor thieves.

MILITARY HERESY VS. FOREST NEEDS 

If we must have an army (and it seems’ we must, for 
awhile) why not find some other peace time use for it 
than the mere learning of war? Everyone admits there 
should be more effective patrolling of the national forests. 
How could' it be better provided than by the military or¬ 
ganization of the United States? Heresy and sacrilege 
may be only a few of the reasons which a leal militaiy 
man would urge against the scheme. But there aie 
plenty of reasons in favor of it. 

The economic waste of the military system is one of 
the millstones around humanity’s neck. So long as mili¬ 
tary establishments are maintained, the nation which 
first finds a practical, productive peace time use for its 
army will be several jumps ahead in the economic race. 
Forest protection would be not only productive in the long 
run, but there would be vast benefits in water conserva¬ 
tion and other directions. 

Even on the militaiy side there might be direct and 
specific advantages. Men so employed could be given 
training valuable to them in civilian pursuits whereas 
there is a popular notion that a man who has served much 
time in the army will not be fitted for anything else. 
Highway and trail construction and supervision offer 
plenty of problems as necessary for war training as any¬ 
thing the war colleges and training camps offer. 

While the present fire emergency in California brings 
this idea to mind, it is not new in this column, having 
been urged many times before. . The 1924 situation, with 
the increased fire hazards and paucity of trained leaders in 
fire fighting, shows the opportunity. Now is the time to 
give the idea a start toward realization.

“Every one of you has confessed 
here to a part in these transactions, 
in breach of the laws of your coun¬ 
try and the Constitution of these 
United States, and every one of you 
is foresworn, because every one of 
you when you became an elector held 
up your hand and swore that you 
would uphold the Constitution of 
the United States. 

“And that is not all. These men 
here are charged, and have pleaded 
guilty, to breaking the laws of their 
country, not in any accidental way, 
not in outburst of passion, but cold¬ 
ly and consciously, in order to get 
a portion of the results of an illegal 
traffic, and they have done it to get 
your money, and not only have they 
broken the laws of their country in
